An offspring of the extreme 
isolationist trend, decked out 
with left phrases, is the present 
position of the Socialist Party. 
At first slow to pay any atten- 
tion whatever to Japan's inva- 
sion of China, the Socialist Party 
again exhibited its usual confu- 
sion and sectarianism. To this 
day it has not taken a stand on 
the question of the national unity 
of China, that is, the key ques 
tion of the relation of the Com- 
munist Party to the Kuomintang. 


Norman Thomas in his column 
n the Socialist Call (Aug. 28) 
yresented the usual arguments 
r isolation plus an attack on 
e Communist position. The 
Fascist press in Italy and Ger- 
many like to describe the war 
danger as arising from the bat- 
tle of the ‘‘Have-Not” impover- 


ished nations for room for ex- 
pansion against the “Have” 
powers. Mussolini even calls 
Italy a “proletarian empire.’ 
Norman Thomas seems to find 


some merit in the argument that 
in the Far East it is a battle 
of the “Have-Nots” against the 
“Haves.”

“Ywo treaties which primarily govern American 
relations to the present danger of war in the 
-acifice are the Kellogg Peace Pact and the Nine- 
power Treaty. Japan would like to tear them up 
by her war actions in China. 

However, the collective enforcement of these 
treaties would put powerful obstacles in Japan's 
desperate war drive. 

Secretary of State Hull has already mentioned 
the provisions of these two treaties in the face 
of the grave danger of world war in the Pacific. 

The British cabinet has mildly endorsed his 
views. 

The enforcement of these treaties by
